Pass Gripped By 
40 Below Zero 
Weather 

Ressidents in the Pass experienc¬ 
ed the coldest snap of the winter 
this past week as temperatures in 
some areas dropped to a cool 45 
below z»ro. Fanned by an icy wind 
the cold snap caused many motor¬ 
ists grief as cars left outside froze 
solid and resulted in garages in 
the Pass doing a booming business. 
Thursday morning’s coldest read¬ 
ing was 36 below while on Friday 
the temperature dropped to the 45 
mark. Clear weather accompanied 
the cold weather and on Thursday 
evening winds changed from the 
East to West and by Saturday 
morning the temperatures had re¬ 
turned to a more normal four be 
low zero. Only a very light fall of 
snow of not over two inches fell 
during the periods of the cold snap. 


A mobile testing laboratory has 
been designed and constructed for 
use under the Highway Research 
Program being conducted co-oper¬ 
atively by the Provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Highways, the Alberta Re¬ 
search Council and the University 
of Alberta. 

The Highway Research Division 
of the Alberta Research Council 
were instrumental in the design 
and construction of this portable 
testing laboratory. The unit mea¬ 
sures 20 feet long by 8 feet wide 
and is towed by a light truck. 

Its principal use is to conduct 
on-the-spot tests on sampled road¬ 
way materials taken from a high¬ 
way which is in use. Studies are 
conducted on performance of vari¬ 
ous types of highway construction 
and an evaluation is made of con¬ 
structed surfaces periodically as 
their ago increase^ Information 
obtained is utilized^to improve the 
structural design of pavements in 
the province.

A diamond 
saw is used to trim core samples 
of concrete, soil cement or as¬ 
phaltic pavement and two com¬ 
pression testing machines are used 
to test the strength of the cores. 
All necessary additional aquipmant 
is also available te complete the 
modern unit. 

The use of a portable labora¬ 
tory has eliminated costly time In¬ 
tervals between sampling and test¬ 
ing and has made possible im¬ 
mediate re-sampling whan neces¬ 
sary. The laboratory has enabl ed 
the technician to use delicate and 
accurate testing equipment on the 
spot where sampling is being dona.

That collection of prayers has been in print 
for almost ten years; but Miss Yates says 
that before it was published it had been re¬ 
jected by dozens of publishing houses. She 
persisted in improving it and mailing it out 
until it was finally accepted, and then suc¬ 
ceeded beyond all expectations A person of 
lesser faith would have given up on it after 
a few tries and put it aside. Miss Yates, in¬ 
spired by the Drake prayer, knew the power 
and value of persistence. 

Many of us will require this kind of persis¬ 
tence if we are to live up to all the good re¬ 
solutions we made at the start of 1963. They 
sounded reasonably easy when made; the 
glory will be in seeing them through and 
sticking to them until they form part of our 
lives. 

This nation will require a similar kind of 
persistence if it is to weather the stormy seas 
of world competition during the coming year. 
In 1962, because it was necessary, our gov¬ 
ernment had the courage to initiate some 
rigid self discipline. Spending was cut in 
many departments. The good results were 
striking. Let us hope that the will to continue 
policies of sound economic sense will persist 


Many Fire Victims 
Get Red Cross Aid 

In the week from January 3rd 
to 10th, over 165 items of bedding 
and clothing, as well as dozens of 
health kits, were shipped from the 
Provincial Red Cross Headquarters 
in Calgary to provide emergency 
aid to some 45 victims of fire 
disasters at points in the province. 

Within minutes of receiving a 
call for aid to fire victims at Fort 
St. John Thursday morning (Jan. 
10) the Provincial office had alert¬ 
ed its Edmonton Branch and 
emergency supplies were in pro¬ 
cess of being packed for the 20 
disaster victims. Additional sup¬ 
plies of health kits, made by Junior 
Red Cross members and contain 
ing basic health needs, were shipp¬ 
ed by bus from Calgary to Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Red Cross supplies of bedding 
and health kits were also shipped 
to Cardston Thursday for relief of 
a couple and their 5 children whose 
home was completely destroyed by 
fire early Wednesday morning. 
Local Red Cross representatives 
in Cardston were also providing 
needed food and clothing for the 
burned out family. 

Additional disaster aid supplied 
from Red Cross Divisional Office 
in Calgary during the past week 
includes 30 items of clothing, bedd¬ 
ing and health kits for a burned- 
out family of 5 at Pembridge; 
supplies of clothing and health 
needs for 7 victims of a fire at St.

Home Second Only 
To Traffic os 
Accident Location 

The home, where everything 
seems so safe, rated second only 
to motor traffic as the location 
for accidents. 

In co-operation with the Bureau 
of Statistics, the National Safety 
League of Canada reported acci¬ 
dents, poisonings a..d violence 
took 11,229 lives in Canada in 
1901. Violence aione was respon¬ 
sible for 1583 deaths. 

Following the home as accident 
locations were water transport and 
resident institutions. 

The six leading causes of acci 
dental death, after motor vehicles 
were falls, drownings, suffocation, 
fire and explosions and poisonings 
in that order. The rest were due 
to railway, aircraft and others. 

Among children under one year 
of age, accidental suffocation 
claimed the highest number of 
lives, the League reports. 

Drownings ccurred more fre¬ 
quently in the 15 - 24 year age * 
group. 

Wife usually makes 
final decision 

The wife usually makes the final 
decision whether her husband will ‘ 
buy this house or that one. 

A survey made by the University 
of Illinois showed that in seven of 
every eight cases, the wife decides 
where the house will be built or 
bought, and the type it will be. 

The survey found also that wom¬ 
en often chose one house over an¬ 
other because of one unusual feat¬ 
ure of the construction or layout 
or equipment.

Owners and Operators of Mobile 
Equipment 

Effective January 1, 1963, alt mobile equipment coming 
within the definitions quoted below is again subject to licensing, 
if such equipment is operated anywhere within the Province 
except in Cities or National Parks. 

Inspectors are constantly in the field checking all such 
mobile equipment. Provision is made for the imposition of a 
fine and possible impoundment of equipment where a violation 
of the Act occurs. 

The following definitions are taken from The Mobile 
Equipment Licensing Act: 

(d) "MOBILE EQUIPMENT" 

(1) means machinery or equipment capable of being mov¬ 
ed to its place of use under its own power or by being 
towed, pulled or carried and not intended to be affixed 
to land, and 

(2) includes equipment used for the purposes of seismo- 
graphic exploration and, without restricting the gen¬ 
erality of the foregoing, includes 

(a) seismographic recording equipment and all ap¬ 
purtenances thereto. 

(b) conductor cables and cable reels, geophones, 
amplifiers and cameras, 

(c) explosive and detonating equipment. 

(d) drilling units and all of the component parts and 
appurtenances thereof, and 

(e) water tanks and pumping equipment, but 

(3) does not include 

(a) vehicles licensed under The Vehicles and High¬ 
way Traffic Act, or The Public Service Vehicles 
Act, exclusive of mounted equipment on such 
vehicles, and 

(b) equipment, other than vehicle mounted equpi- 
ment, used to drill a gas or oil well; 

(e) “municipality” means a town, village, municipal district, 
county, improvement district, special area, metis im¬ 
provement district or forest reserve. 

(f) “owner” includes a person renting mobile equipment or 
having the exclusive use thereof under a rental agreement 
or otherwise; 

NOTE: Mobile Equipment having an original list price of less 
than $2,000 does not require a license under this Act.
